Mayoral candidates court Millennial voters

A fundraiser at a tattoo parlor. A mustache in- 
vasion at a rally. College campus forums. And 
of course Facebook posts and YouTube videos. 

Chicago’s mayoral candidates are trying 
to tap into the hip factor, in hopes of wooing 
20-something and 30-something voters when 
they head to the polls Feb. 24. 

But whether their messages resonate 
enough to nudge young voters to polls remains 
to be seen. In 2011, the last city election, voters 
ages 18 to 34 accounted for roughly 18 percent 
of the total ballots cast. The candidate field 
includes Mayor Rahm Emanuel, Ald. Bob Fio- 
retti (2nd), Cook County Commissioner Jesus 
“Chuy” Garcia, former Harold Washington 
aide William “Dock” Walls and businessman 
Willie Wilson. 

“I haven't really experienced too much 
reaching out to be honest or felt that I have a 
personal connection with any one specific can- 
didate,” said Jasmin Dobson, 31, a career advi- 
sor who lives in Hyde Park. 

As an undecided voter, she is interested in 
finding out how the candidates plan to lower 
crime and improve the transition from college 
to employment before choosing a candidate to 
support. 


The Young Progressives for Chuy, an off- 
shoot of Garcia’s campaign that bubbled up 
to engage young adults, last month hosted 
back-to-back events: the One Chicago rally in 
Woodlawn and a fundraiser at a tattoo parlor in 
Little Village. Supporters wore adhesive mus- 
taches and held up cutouts of mustaches—to 
mimic the candidate’s signature ’stache— to 
their faces. 

Though he hasn’t raised as much cam- 
paign cash as incumbent Emanuel, Garcia has 
praised young people as being the greatest as- 
set of his campaign and hired young people on 
his campaign staff. Young adults bring energy, 
brain power and creativity to the campaign, 
said Jesse Hoyt, 27, who is a deputy field direc- 
tor for Garcia’s campaign. 

For his part, Emanuel has been sharing his 
agenda via social media, TV and radio ads. He’s 
even been spotted chatting up younger voters 
at CTA stops and hanging out at places where 
young adults could meet him, like the Sam 
Smith concert last month at UIC. 

“Policies and your ideas matter as much as 
how you communicate them and I don’t think 
how you communicate them trumps what you 
have to say to them,” Emanuel said. 

When it comes to issues, young adults and 


volunteers on Fioretti’s campaign have the op- 
portunity to push for initiatives they believe is 
important to their peers, such as expanding the 
tech incubator concept and vocational educa- 
tion and implementing body 
cameras for police account- 
ability, Amara Enyia said. 

A one-time mayoral can- 
didate, Enyia, 31, dropped 
out of the race and joined 
Fioretti’s campaign as a pol- 
icy adviser. The 2nd Ward 
alderman also has hosted 
Friday’s with Fioretti, a meet 
and greet event at bars such 
as Zella in Lincoln Park 
where young professionals hang out. 

The messages candidates want to share with 
voters are important but so is the person de- 
livering that message, said Meghan Condon, 
visiting assistant professor of public policy at 
Loyola University Chicago. 

“The most important tactic for the candi- 
dates to focus on if they’re looking to mobilize 
Millennial voters would be face-to-face contact 
for young people,” Condon said. Even more so 
if that personal contact comes from another 
young person, she said.

Wilson hopes to appeal to young voters by 
billing himself as an honest businessman, not 
a politician. He also has young people helping 
with social media for his campaign. He counts 
more than 37,000 followers 
on his personal Twitter ac- 
count plus nearly 300 more 
on his election account, 
where photos of students 
attending Columbia Col- 
lege and Harold Washing- 
ton College holding his 
campaign’s —_ promotional 
cards get posted. 

Meanwhile, Walls said 
he’s not only encouraged 
young people to be election judges but he’s 
used Facebook to promote his interviews and 
appearances and approached young people in 
neighborhoods and on street corners to tell 
them about his plans to create jobs and bring 
grocery stores to food deserts. 

Condon said being active on social media has 
value. “It’s a great first step. But when you talk 
about getting young people to show up to vote, 
it’s a personal face to face message from a friend 
or other young people that really matters,” she 
said.

Emanuel spokesman Adam Collins issued a 
statement following the arrest. 

“The Mayor and Amy [Rule, Emanuel’s 
wife] are grateful to the dedicated men and 
women of the Chicago Police Department 
for their hard work, and they would like to 
thank everyone who shared kind thoughts 
and wishes for their son’s well-being,” Collins 
said in the statement. “As parents, they con- 
tinue to ask that the media respect their fam- 
ily’s privacy.” 

The robbery took place about 10:05 p.m. 
Dec. 19 as Zach Emanuel was talking on his 
cellphone on Hermitage Avenue, near the 
Emanuel home.

Next stop: narrower seats? 


‘To squeeze more profits from each plane, the 
airline industry in the past few years has be- 
gun to install extra rows of seats, leading to a 
crunch in legroom that has sparked tiffs and 
feuds among frustrated passengers. 

Now, the squeeze may be on passenger hip 
room. 

United Airlines is considering introducing 
an economy section on its long-haul Boeing 
777-200 with rows of Io seats abreast— instead 
of the current rows of nine, according to Avia- 
tion Week, an industry trade magazine. 

The new configuration would allow the air- 
line to add up to 100 extra seats to each plane, 
depending on the current seat configuration. 

In a statement, United declined to confirm 
the report, saying only, “We evaluate lots of op-

tions across our fleet and haven't made any fur- 
ther announcements specific to the 777 fleet.” 

Passengers sitting in United’s current nine- 
seat economy configuration get a seat width 
of 18 inches. On European and Middle East- 
ern airlines that fly the 777-200, which uses 10 
seats abreast, the seat width is only 17 inches. 

American Airlines is now the only other ma- 
jor US. carrier with the 10-seat per row config- 
uration, according to seatguru.com, a website 
that compares airline seat features. 

If the trend of squeezing seat width contin- 
ues, it could clash with another unfortunate 
US. trend: More than one-third of American 
adults are obese, a rate that has been on the 
rise since the 1970s, according to federal health 
statistics. 


Lottery officials say no jackpot winner was selected in 
Saturday’s Powerball drawing, resulting in a $450 million jack- 
pot for the next drawing on Wednesday.

Dean Smith dies at 83

ond father. Coach was always there for me whenever | needed him and | loved him for it,” Jordan 
said via Twitter.

No sign paparazzi played 
role in Bruce Jenner crash

Authorities said there is no indication that 
paparazzi played a role in a fatal car crash in 
Malibu on Saturday involving former Olym- 
pian Bruce Jenner. 

Jenner, whose apparent transition from male 
to female has drawn intense media coverage in 
recent days, was being followed by paparazzi 
when the collision occurred, but it’s doubtful 
he was trying to outrun them, said L.A. Coun- 
ty sheriff’s Sgt. Philip Brooks. 

Paparazzi were in the area, and some cap- 
tured images of the crash and its aftermath. 

Brooks described a chain reaction involving 
four cars: 

A woman driving northbound in a Toyota 
Prius slowed down or stopped for reasons that 
were unclear. A woman driving a Lexus sedan 
rear-ended the Prius. 

Jenner, who was driving a black Cadillac Es- 
calade sport utility vehicle that was hauling a 
trailer carrying an off-road vehicle, then rear- 
ended the Lexus. 

The impact propelled the Lexus into on- 
coming traffic, where a Hummer traveling 
southbound slammed into the Lexus. The 
driver of the Lexus, whom authorities declined 
to identify, died at the scene. Both the front 
and rear ends of the Lexus were severely dam- 
aged. 

After the crash, a swelling crowd of onlook- 
ers and paparazzi led rescuers to call in rein- 
forcements to manage the scene. 

“Tt was a nightmare,” Brooks said. 

Photos on the celebrity gossip website TMZ 
showed Jenner, in sunglasses and a baseball cap, 
surveying the wreckage. Three photos showed 
the moment of impact when he rear-ended the 


Lexus. 

Jenner passed a field sobriety test and took 
a blood-alcohol test, Brooks said. The results 
were not immediately available. Investigators 
plan to examine his mobile phone records to 
see whether he was using the phone when the 
crash occurred. 

Investigators likely will ask Jenner to surren- 
der his cellphone to determine if he was tex- 
ting when he was behind the wheel. 

Brooks said all the drivers involved in Satur- 
day’s multi-vehicle accident likely will be asked 
to voluntarily provide their phones so investi- 
gators can check call and text data. 

Investigators also could request search war- 
rants, if necessary. 

The information gleaned from those records 
could help inform prosecutors, if they were to 
consider charges against the drivers involved. 

However, Brooks said it is difficult to deter- 
mine if a driver was texting at the exact time 
of a collision. Investigators will look at signs of 
driver behavior such as multiple texts that span 
a period of time leading up to, or including, the 
crash, Brooks said. 

The sheriff’s department has custody of all 
the vehicles and will be inspecting them to en- 
sure they're mechanically sound or whether a 
defect prevented somebody from stopping in 
time. 

Investigators are trying to determine who 
or what triggered the crash on Pacific Coast 
Highway. 

Five people, including three children, were 
injured in the wreck, but none was seriously 
hurt, said Lt. Jennifer Seetoo, watch com- 
mander of the Malibu/Lost Hills Sheriff’s Sta- 
tion in Agoura.
